In that beautiful Mausoleum, the remarkably 
bright and intelligent little Prince (he is but in his seventh year) was the observed of all observers 
as, led lovingly by the King and Queen, he looked his lust at the coffin of his Great-Grandmother. 
In sailor’s costume, and looking wonderfully like the early portrait of the Prince of Wales in 
similar attire, Prince Edward accompanied his grandparents from Windsor Castle to London on the 
Tth inst.

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The King's Decision to Open His 
` First Parliament 


in person on February 14 in company with the 
well-loved’ Queen-Consort afforded the public 
great satisfaction. London became itself again. 
The promise of pageantry held forth by the an- 
nouncement that their Majesties would on Thurs- 
day proceed from Buckingham Palace to the 
Houses of Parliament in the Royal State coach, 
which is depicted on the opposite page, was bcd 
us heralding that cheerier Court life this great 
City has long looked for. A gilded coach 
resembling the Lord Mayor's ancient State 
chariot, the handsome carriage in which Their 
Majestiés arranged to go by way of the Mall 
and through the Horse Guards Gate into Parlia- 
ment Street, and so on to the Victoria Tower of 
the House of Lords, is so heavy that it had to 
be drawy by the eight cream-coloured horses 
from the Royal stables, with postilions and 
footmen in attendance. With the Life Guards' 
escort, the Court Procession could not fail 
t» gratify all sightseers. Popular favourites 
deservedly, through their lives of public useful- 
ness and from their kindliness of disposition and 
genial character, the King and Queen themselves 
could not be otherwise than the cynosure of 
every eye. But the Princess Victoria of Wales 
(who is such a devoted help and companion to 
her mother), the Duke and Ditchess of Cornwall 
and York (H.R.H. fortunately well enough to 
return to York House on Saturday, when the 
King and Queen hastened to ‘welcome him), and 
the Duke of Connaught were, naturally, sure of 
^ good reception likewise. 

'The programme was that the King and Queen 
having been robed on their arrival at the House 
of Lords. there should be a procession to the 
gilded Upper House heralded by trumpeters, 
and comprising.

The red ruby in 
the Maltese Cross was given to Henry V. by 
Don Pedro о? Castile, and is said (visitors to the 
Lyceum may be interested to learn) to have 
preserved the King's life at the Battle of 
Agincourt when he was attacked by the Duke 
d'Alencon. History has it also that the big 
sapphire in the circlet was taken from the ring 
| 


of Edward the Confessor. 
The King's Civil List 

| will naturally be one of the first matters to be 
| considered by Parliament. Everyoné would wish 
that the sum placed annually at the disposal of 
His Majesty should be: commensurate. King 
Edward is sure not to spare himself in his 
| endeavour to perform his exacting duties with 
| zeal and good grace. England is not niggard to 
those who serve her well, and would certainly 
not grudge His Majesty a far larger sum than 
was needed by her late Majesty in her com- 
parative retirement. 

Due liberality on the part of the nation' 8 
representatives is the more obligatory as it has 
become the custom to place the former hereditary 
revenues from Crown property at the disposal of 
| Parliament. ‘This was duly stated in the first 
| speech Queen Victoria addressed to Parliament 

in 1837, and precedent was bound to be followed 

by the King. Under this arrangement, the 
late Queen’s yearly income was thus set down—

Greaves as Food for Fowls. 

Greaves are useful to give to young and old stock birds 
during. winter, but as they are liable to spoil the flavour of 
eggs they should not be included ín the diet of hens that 
ire kept to produce eggs for eating purposes. Previous to 
supplying, the greaves should be soaked for an hour, being 
put into boiling water. Ten per cent. well mixed with 
meal ahd vegetables is а good proportion. The only ill- 
effects that may afise from using the stuff are that large 
pieces of gristle and bone may be partaken of and cause 
stoppage; but if careis exercised jn its use, and the best 
only given, then it will prove servi@able.

QUEEN VICTORIA AS A MUSICIAN, 


HROUGHOUT her life our late beloved 
Queen took great interest in music, and 
her gifts in that direction were far 

beyond the average amaieur. 
-Т Mendelssohn 


in his delightful letters has much to say of 
the Queen as a musician. Не was їп London 
in 1838, and first saw her coming out of the 


Abbey after her coronation. . The composer 
was invited to Buckingham Palace in 1842, when 
he improvised on melodies suggested by Prince 
Albert. He was greatly honoured when his 
famous oratorio ** Elijah” was performed, and 
tells a pleasant anecdote of playing a duet with 
the Prince, and of the wind from an open 
window scattering the sheets of music on the 
floor. The Queen сате in as the duet finished, 
and exclaimed, ‘‘ What a litter you are in!" 
‘Then she picked up-the loose sheets, and placed 
them upon the pianoforte. Mendelssohn requested 
Her Majesty to sing, and she did so to the 
composer’s accompaniment. She was a charming 
yocalist at that date. 

I have seen the programme of a Royal concert 
in which 

Prince Albert and the Queen 
Sang a Duet, 


Her Majesty also joining Signor Rubini and 
Signor Lablache, the greatest tenor and basso 
of the day, in a trio from Mozart's “ Magic 
Flute," She could play the pianoforte -admir- 
ably, and found no difficulty in rendering. а 
sonata of Beethoven or a nocturne of Chopin. 
In fact, she loved music so much that she always 
treated composers and performers with the 
greatest consideration. Liszt visited the Queen 
in-1840, апа again in 1886, and Her Majesty 
remembered everything he played at his first 


visit. М. Paderewski mentioned a similar 
experience a few weeks since. 
Wagner, 


who conducted the Philharmonic Concerts in 
1855, was at loggerheads with the orchestra, 
the directors, the Press, and the pub.ic, but 
he was enraptured with the Queen, who, 
hearing his magnificent overture. to ‘‘ Taun- 
häuser” at the seventh concert, asked Wagner 
to repeat the overture, and after the encore sent 
for the composer and said: “І am delighted to 
make your acquaintance, Herr Wagner. Your 
beautiful music has enchanted me." Wagner 
wrote to an old friend: “ Her behaviour com- 
pensated me for all the vexations I had met with 
in London.” The composer was in some doubt 
аз tothe reeeption he would have froni Royalty, 
as he was at the- time so compromised in 
Germany, owing to his political views, that he 
was in danger of being arrested. 

Wagner came again to London in 1877, and 
the Queen invited him to Windsor, and, as the 
composer afterwards said, showed the most 
intimate acquaintance with his music. When 
Thalberg was the most renowned pianist of the 
period, he was twice or thrice invited to play to 
Her Majesty, who, later on, delighted to hear 
the great French violinist, M. Sainton, who 
dedicated some of his most popular compositions 
to the Queen and Prince Altert. 


Jenny Lind 


was one of the Que^n's special favourites ; 
was Sir Charles Hallé; and at .Balmornl 
Madame Albani was a frequent visitor. to 
the Castle, Her Majesty often taking after- 
noon tea with the delightful vocalist. The 
Queen had studied thoroughly that she 
frequently accompanied songs the music of 
which she had never seen before. Her greatest
